THE  present  list  of  books  and  pamphlets  printed  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y., 
before  1851  extends  to  the  total  of  257  titles,  a  fact  which  is 
to  me  rather  surprising.  Long  before  the  great  university  now 
located  in  that  city  was  established,  there  was  in  Ithaca  considerable 
cultural  activity,  as  reflected  by  the  issues  of  the  early  local  press. 
This  list  represents  a  first  attempt  to  record  the  titles  locally  printed 
within  the  period  specified.  It  is  inevitable  that  many  Ithaca  imprints 
are  not  here  recorded.  Any  which  are  later  reported  to  me  will  be 
included  in  a  supplement. 

An  analysis  of  the  titles  in  the  present  list  shows  40  to  deal  with 
religion  and  morals.  There  are  16  titles  relating  to  music,  11  of 
which  are  religious  in  interest.  The  47  titles  of  schoolbooks  give  evi- 
dence of  an  active  early  interest  in  education.  Of  these  17  are  gram- 
mars or  spellers,  11  are  readers,  and  19  are  schoolbooks  of  other 
character. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  25  biographies  of  greater  or  lesser 
extent  were  printed  at  Ithaca  during  the  early  period.  There  are  10 
titles  relating  to  legislation  and  public  policy,  5  relating  to  economics, 
and  6  of  historical  interest. 

In  the  field  of  belles  lettres,  we  find  18  titles  of  fiction  and  5  of 
poetry,  while  2  relate  to  travel  and  2  to  politics. 

There  are  10  issues  of  minutes  of  various  Baptist  associations 
included  in  the  list,  testifying  to  the  activity  of  that  denomination  in 
Ithaca  and  vicinity.  Surprisingly  enough,  there  is  only  1  Masonic 
title  and  2  medical  titles. 

Last,  but  far  from  least,  there  are  30  almanacs  recorded  in  the 
present  list,  giving  evidence  of  the  interest  of  the  pioneer  printing 
office  in  this  staple  of  publication. 
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In  the  preparation  of  the  present  list  I  am  under  very  special 
obligation  to  Professor  Otto  Kinkeldey,  Librarian  of  Cornell  Uni' 
versity,  who  contributed  the  titles  of  149  imprints  to  be  found  in  the 
splendid  local  collection  of  the  Cornell  University  Library.  The 
interest  of  that  library  in  local  material  is  worthy  of  emulation  by 
other  institutions.  It  is  obvious  that  without  Prof.  Kinkeldey 's 
cooperation,  the  issue  of  a  satisfactory  list  would  have  been  impossible. 

The  next  largest  number  of  titles  recorded  from  a  single  institu- 
tion were  the  61  reported  by  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  of 
Worcester,  Mass.  Next  in  order  of  number  of  titles  located  are  the 
New  York  Public  Library  with  42,  the  New  York  State  Library  with 
39,  the  Henry  E.  Huntington  Library  with  34,  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress  with  32,  Yale  University  and  Hamilton  College  both  reporting 
22,  Boston  Public  Library  with  13,  and  the  New  York  Historical 
Society  with  1 1 . 

I  am  grateful  to  the  librarians  of  practically  all  institutions  in 
which  copies  are  located.  Among  these  I  would  particularly  acknowl- 
edge my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  L.  Nelson  Nichols  of  the  New  York 
Public  Library,  Mr.  R.  W.  G.  Vail  of  the  American  Antiquarian 
Society,  Dr.  James  I.  Wyer  and  Mr.  Joseph  Gavit  of  the  New  York 
State  Library,  Mr.  Willard  O.  Waters  of  the  Henry  E.  Huntington 
Library,  and  Mr.  V.  Valta  Parma  of  the  Library  of  Congress.
